•  Your  attention  is  called  to  the  series  of  Farmers'  Institutes  wliich 
are  to  be  held  in  vonr  county,  at  the  places  and  on  the  dates  named  in 
the  accompanying  list  of  Institutes  for  Pennsylvania.  The  State  has 
been  divided  into  four  sections,  and  the  Department  at  Harrisburg 
has  provided  at  least  three  speakers  for  each  institute,  who  are  ex- 
perienced institute  workers,  and  whO'  speak  upon  a  wide  range  of 
topics.  The  local  committee  in  each  county  will  also  provide  a  set 
of  speakers,  in  addition  to  those  sent  by  the  State.  If  you  will  refer 
to  the  accompanying  list,  you  can  see  the  exact  dates  when  the  in- 
stitutes in  your  county  will  be  held,  and  you  are  urged  to  so  arrange 
your  business  as  to  be  able  to  be  present  at  all  of  the  sessions. 

The  list  has  been  completed  after  a  very  careful  consideration  of  the 
requests  and  preferences  of  the  several  boards  of  managers  through- 
out the  State.  It  has  been  found  to  be  impracticable  to  meet  the 
desires  of  the  boards  in  all  respects,  but  in  the  majority  of  cases,  the 
dates  and  places  are  such  as  these  boards  have  desired.  A  complete 
list  of  speakers,  together  with  their  subjects,  will  soon  be  published 
and  sent  to  each  institute  manager.  The  names  of  the  State  lecturers, 
together  with  their  dates  and  assignments,  will  also  be  furnished  in 
the  course  of  two  or  three  weeks. 

In  every  two  days'  institute  the  EVENING  SESSION  of  the  first 
day  is  to  be  an  "EDUCATIONAL  SESSION,"  and  is  to  be  dis- 
tinctively in  the  interest  of  the  education  of  the  farmer  and  his  chil- 
dren, and  all  that  concerns  their  intellectual  nature  and  development. 
Under  this  topic  can  be  discussed  the  course  of  reading  for  farmers, 
the  Institute,  the  Grange,  the  Alliance  and  the  Farmers'  Club  as  edu- 
cators; also  the  country  distrdct  school,  the  country  high  school. 
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courses  of  study  for  country  children,  etc.  To  this  session,  all  school 
teachers  and  school  children  are  esi^ecially  invited;  also  School  Di- 
rectors, County  Superintendents  and  all  who  are  interested  in  the 
education  of  country  people. 

The  EVENING  SESSION  of  the  second  day  is  to  be  set  apart  for 
the  BENEFIT  OF  LADIES,  and  is  to  be  in  the  interest  of  "COUN- 
TRY HOMES."  This  will  include  all  that  relates  to  home  life  in  the 
country;  the  constructing  of  homes,  the  heating,- lighting,  ventilating 
and  sanitary  arrangements  for  country  homes;  the  water  supply, 
sewage  and  plumbing  for  houses  in  the  country;  the  cooking  of  food, 
the  care  of  the  sick,  the  care  of  children,  flower  gardening,  kitchen 
gardening,  house  decoration  and  all  that  relates  in  any  way  to  com- 
fort, convenience,  health  and  enjoyment  in  a  country  home. 

Every  ONE  DAY  Institute  will  have  the  evening  session  devoted  to 
"EDUCATION  FOB  FARMERS  AND  THEIR  CHILDREN."  The 
other  sessions  are  left  open  for  the  more  general  topics  relating  to 
agriculture. 

YOU  ARE  ESPECIALLY  INVITED  TO  BE  PRESENT  AT 
THESE  MEETINGS,  and  by  your  presence  and  counsel,  aid  in  the 
effort  to  help  our  farmers  out  of  the  depressed  condition  into  which 
their  business  has  fallen  in  these  recent  years.  Be  kind  enough  to 
make  known  to  your  neighbors,  the  dates  of  your  institutes,  and  the 
places  where  they  are  to  be  held,  and  write  to  the  chairman  of  your 
County  Institute"  Committee,  tor  complete  programme  of  exercises. 
The  name  and  address  of  the  chairman  O'f  each  county  in  the  State,  is 
found  on  the  accompanying  list,  opposite  the  respective  county.
